JOHN  v.  6y  7. 

When  Jefus  jaw  him  lie ,  and  knew 
that  he  had  been  now  a  long  time 
in  that  Cafe ,  he  faith  unto  him, 
TVilt  thou  be  made  whole  f 
The  impotent  Man  an  finer d  him. 
Sir ,  I  have  no  Man,  when  the 
W ater  is  troubled ,  to  put  me  into 
the  Pool ;  but ,  while  I  am  coming, 
another  feppeth  down  before  me. 

IT  has  been  Matter  of  fome  Enquiry 
among  Learned  Men,  Whether  the  Cures', 
that  were  wrought  at  the  Pool  of  Bethefda, 
were  effected  in  a  Natural  or  Miraculous 
Manner  ? 

One  of  the  beft  Methods  of  forming  a 
right  Judgment  upon  this  Point,  is  to  attend 
clofely  to  the  Evangelift’s  Relation,  and  to 
obferve,  whether  it  be  not  attended  with  fuch 
Circumftances,  as  may  afford  Light  enough 
to  diredt  us.  And  here  it  is  obfervable,  that 
the  Perfon,  who  firft  Jlepp'd  into  the  Pool 
after  it  was  troubled ,  under  whatever  Difeafe 
or  Infirmity  he  labour’d,  was  made  whole : 

It

It  was  of  no  Confequence,  with  regard 
to  his  Cure,  how  long,  or  how  fhort  a 
Time  he  had  been  afflidted,  whether 
thirty-eight  Days,  or  thirty-eight  Tears ;  if 
he  could  but  ftep  firjl  in,  he  was  fure  of  being 
reftor’d  to  perfedt  Health  :  No  Repetition,  as 
far  as  appears,  was  necefiary;  it  was  not 
requir'd,  how  defperate  foever  the  Cafe  might 
be,  that  he  fhould  wafh  even  feven  times.  ( a ) 

Again,  if  you  fuppofe  the  Cures  to  be 
wrought  by  any  Power  or  Virtue  in  the  Waters 
themfelves,  it  is  hardly  to  be  conceiv’d,  that 
only  the  I'irfl ,  who  jlepp' d  in ,  fhould  be 
made  whole:  Their  Medicinal  Virtue  could  not 
probably  have  been  fo  foon  exhaufted,  but  that 
more  might  have  felt  its  beneficial  Influence : 
Cafes  lefs  defperate  and  inveterate  than  the  firft 
might  have  come  in  for  fome  Share  of  its 
healing  Quality. 

Again,  if  this  Troubling  of  the  Water 
had  not  been  miraculous ;  and  the  Perfon, 
who  troubled  it,  an  Angel  fent  for  that 
Purpole  ;  it  will  not  be  eafy  to  affign  a  Reafon, 
why  this  Water  was  not  oftner  troubled  :  A 
common  Meffenger  might  have  been  always 
ready,  and  at  hand. 

The  Evangeliit  has  indeed  inform’d  us 
that  the  Angel  came  down  at  a  certain  Seafon , 
at  lome  Fellival  Time,  probably  the  Feaft  of 
the  Pa ffover ;  and  by  the  Mention  of  this 
particular  Circumftance  feems  to  lead  us  into 
the  Opinion,  that  the  Cures  were  miraculous : 

For 
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For  if  an  healing  Virtue  had  refided  in  the 
Waters  themfelves,  it  may  reafonably  be 
concluded,  that  whenever  they  had  been 
troubled,  this  Healing  Virtue  would  in  fome 
Degree  and  Meafure  have  exerted  itfelf :  For 
tho’  the  Feaft  of  the  Paffover  might  be  the 
fitted:  Seafon,  it  can  hardly  be  conceiv’d, 
that  thefe  Waters,  which  wrought  fuch 
furprizing  Effects  then,  fhould  at  all  other 
Times  be  depriv’d  of  any  Power  or  Virtue  : 
It  appears  likewife  natural  to  conclude,  from 
the  Evangelift’s  Relation,  that  Thefe  Diftem- 
per’d  Perfons  knew  This  certain  Seajon ,  and 
attended  accordingly ;  for  we  cannot  reafbn- 
ably  imagine,  that  they  lay  there  continually, 
under  an  utter  Uncertainty  when  any  Relief 
was  to  be  expedited. 

It  fhould  feem  indeed  at  firff  View,  from 
this  Circumftance  of  the  Angel  troubling  the 
Water,  that  there  was  a  Medicinal  Virtue  in 
the  Water  itfelf,  which  was  excited,  and 
call’d  forth  by  thisMotion,  or  rather  Agitation ; 
but  as  This  is  the  only  Circumftance  which 
leads  this  Way,  and  is  very  far  from  being 
decifive  in  the  Cafe,  too  much  Strefs  muft  not 
be  laid  upon  it :  And  upon  the  Whole  it 
appears  extremely  improbable  thatThefe  Waters 
fhould  have  had  fuch  a  Medicinal,  healing 
Virtue  upon  the  Blind,  and  Lame,  and  fuch 
as  had  any  Part  of  their  Body  fhrunk,  or 
even  wither’d,  entirely  depriv’d  of  all  Senfe 
and  Motion,  in  fhort  upon  every  Malady,

where  not  only  a  Diverfity/  but  *  even 
Contrariety  of  Treatment  is  requir'd,  unlefs 
the  Ufe  of  them  had  been  attended  with  a 
peculiar  extraordinary  Blefling. 

When  the  Miraculous  Virtue  of  This 

*  * 

Pool  firft  dilcover’d  itfelf,  how  long  before 
the  Sufferings  of  Our  Saviour,  when  the 
Great  Fountain  jor  Sin  and  for  XJncleannefs 
was  open'd,  and  how  long  it  laffed  for 
reftoring  the  Impotent,  are  not  Points  eafy  to 
be  determin’d  :  It  has,  however,  with  great 
Propriety,*  been  confider’d  as  a  Type  and 
Forerunner  of  that  Sacrifice,  which  taketh 

t.  * 

away  the  Sins  of  the  World,  and  which,  if 
we  are  not  wanting  to  ourfclves,  cleanfes  and 
reffores  our  Nature. 

Had  die  fame  Care  and  Impartiality 
prevail’d  at  the  Pool  of  Bethefda ,  which  is  fo 
ftribtly  obferv’d  in  that  Charitable  Inffitution, 
which  diffinguilhes  this  Day,  the  poor 
Impotent  had  not  been  thus  neglcfted  :  And 
indeed  this  Consideration  led  me  into  the 
Subject  I  have  chofen :  The  Compafiion  and 
generous  Reientment  We  naturally  feel  upon 
reading  this  affe&ing,  intereffing  Paflage, 

( wdiether  we  confider  the  Length  of  his  Difeafe, 
his  Patience,  andPerfeverance  under  it,  or  the 
Inhumanity  with  which  he  was  treated  in  this 
helplefs  Condition)  gives  us  a  quicker  Senfe  of 
Pleafure  and  Satisfaction,  upon  obferving  that 
Complaints  andDifappointmentsof  thisNature 
will  find  no  Place  in  This  INFIRMARY ; 


that  the  Greatnefs  of  their  Diftrefs,  who 
apply  to  it,  will  give  them  the  farer  Title 
to  this  Retreat;  and  that  when  the  poor 
Impotent  is  comings  particular  Care  will  be 
taken  that  another  (hall  not  ftep  in  hejore  him . 
By  the  Increafe  of  thefe  INFIRMARIES, 
Opportunities  will  be  eafy  and  frequent ; 
and  no  preffing  Objedt  can  be  long  without 
Relief. 

The  Prefent  Help  which  Thefe  Charitable 
Inftitutions  afford  to  Thofe  diftrefs’d  Qbjedts, 
who  have  Recourfe  to  them,  cannot  but 
recommend  them  to  peculiar  Notice  and 
Encouragement :  In  many  Cafes  great  Danger 
arifes  from  Delay;  and  it  is,  we  know, 
frequently  faid,  that  if  proper  Affiftance 
could  have  been  procur’d  in  Time,  a  Limb 
or  a  Life  might  have  been  preferv’d  :  And  in 
all  Cafes,  a  fpeedy  and  right  Application  are 
of  Angular  Service. 

It  is  true,  all  Parts  of  this  County  are  not 
fituated  alike  conveniently  for  receiving  this 
Prefent  Help ;  but  an  Objedtion,  form’d  upon 
this  unavoidable  Circumftance,  would  be  as 
unreafonable,  as  it  is  ungenerous :  This  muft 
neceffarily  happen  in  the  Nature  and  Courfe 
of  Things;  and  unlefs  INFIRMARIES 
could  be  eredted  and  fupported  in  every  Parifh 
in  the  County  (which  can  hardly  be  expedted, 
even  in  this  Compaffionate  and  Benevolent 
Age)  it  cannot  be  otherwife :  The  Patients, 
therefore,  muft  be  at  different  Diltances  from 

B  this 
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this  Place  of  Refuge ;  but  the  greateft 
Diftance  is  not  fo  confiderable,  as  long  to 
deprive  them  of  its  Comforts;  and  it  is, 
no  doubt,  an  Happinefs  to  all,  to  them  that 
are  jary  as  well  as  to  them  that  are  nighy  to 
have  fuch  a  Place  to  flee  unto ,  where  the 
Time,  that  can  be  fuppos’d  to  be  loft,  and 
the  Expence  that  can  be  incurr'd  in  travelling 
to  their  Cure,  will  probably  be  fully  made  up 
to  them  by  the  Speedinefs  and  Safety,  with 
which  it  is  effected.  ( a ) 

For  This  Help  is  not  only  at  all  Times 
ready ,  but  it  is  the  fafe  and  proper  Plelp, 
adminifter’d  by  Perfons  who  are  regularly 
bred  up  to  the  Profeffions,  which  they 
exercife,  who  from  Study  and  Experience 
are  intimately  acquainted  with  the  Human 
Svftcm,  and  who  know  its  delicate  and  curious,

but  yet  weak  and  frail,  Contexture  :  This  is, 
undoubtedly,  a  very  great  Advantage  attending 
Thefe  Retreats ;  and  there  is  another  at  lea  ft, 
I  think,  of  equal  Confequence,  which  is 
this,  that  by  this  Means  they  are  not  buffer ’d 
to  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Unfkilful,  who, 
in  proportion  to  their  Ignorance,  are  generally 
rafh  and  enterprizing  5  and  who,  if  they 
want  Integrity  as  well  as  Knowledge,  which 
I  fear  is  fbmetimes  the  Cafe,  are  a  forer 
Burden  than  any  they  pretend  to  remove :

Such  Perfons,  who  fee  little  or  nothing  of 
the  Depth  of  the  Defign,  the  Artifice  of  the 
Contrivance,  the  Correfpondence  of  Means 
to  Ends,  the  Symmetry  of  the  General 
P^its,  and  the  Beauty  and  Harmony  of  the 
wnole  Workman  fhip,  will  be  lefs  apt  to  treat 
it  with  Tendernefs  and  Care:  Ignorant  of 
thofe  brittle  Springs  which  fo  foon  fnap 
alunder,  of  thofe  complicated  Movements 
which  are  fo  eafily  difturb’d,  or  obflruded 
and  yet  upon  which,  under  God,  the  Life  of 
Man  depends,  the  Work  of  their  Hands  will 
fce  blind  and  arbitrary,  not  guided  by  that 
thorough  Infight  into  the  Human  Frame 
which  ought  to  prefide  over  all  their  Operations'. 

1  he  common  Provifions  for  the  Poor  will* 
by  no  means  anfwer  in  thefe  Seafons  of 
Adverjity :  Nor  will  the  fingle  Charity  of  any 
particular  Perfon,  in  the  ufual  and  ordinary 

i  lr"Pordon>  *n  which  it  is  diftributed,  be 
fufhcient  to  carry  them  through  the  expenfive 
Progreis  of  a  Cure :  When  a  Limb  is  broken 
or  when  feme  inveterate  and  ftubborn 
Du  temper  is  to  be  remov’d,  accidental  and 
carnal  Charity  is  too  finall  and  too  uncertain 
a  Fund :  The  Time  which  Cures  of  this 
Lature  generally  require,  and  the  neceffiiry 
Fxpences  attending  them,  might  involve  a 
f  i  ivate  Benefadtor  farther  than  he  at  firft 
propos’d,  might  make  him  weary  of  Well- 
(«)  if  they  did  not  oblige  him  todefifl : 

b*  2  Whereas

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Whereas  the  Combin’d  force  of  Thefe 
Charitable  Inftitutions  is  not  to  be  intimidated, 
much  lefs  defeated,  by  Confiderations  of  this 
Kind. 

The  Ir.duftrious  Poor,  when  they  are  in 
Health  and  Vigour,  go  jorth  to  their  Work , 
and  to  their  Labour ,  (a)  and  eat  their  Bread 
witbGladncfs ,  as  well  as SingleneJ's  of  Hearty  (b) 
but  Sicknefs  requires  to  be  treated  with 
Delicacy  and  Tendernefs;  it  fhould  be 
watch’d  and  tended  with  thegreateft  Afliduity 
and  Compaffion 3  and  all  the  Indulgence 
imaginable  fhould  be  employ’d  in  making 
the  Bed  of  Langnifhing  (c)  as  eafy  as 
poffible.  But  how  can  thefe  Ends  be  fo 
eftedtually  anfwer’d,  as  by  this  Sort  of  Publick 
Care  ?  With  regard  to  the  Induftrious  Poor, 
the  Moment  the  Diftemper  feizes  him,  a  Stop 
is  put  to  that  Labour  by  which  he  liv’d,  and 
he  is  at  the  fame  Time  threaten’d  with  Pain 
and  Poverty:  In  this  helplefs  Condition  his 
Wants,  which  before  were  few  and  moderate, 
increafe  upon  him,  and,  at  the  Time  when 
all  Supplies  from  his  own  Induftry  are  entirely 
cut  off,  difquiet  and  harafs  him  with  large 
and  preffing  Demands:  Surely  the  Care  of 
fuch  a  Perfon  is  providentially  devolv’d  upon 
Others 3  it  could  never  be  intended,  that  he 
fhould  lie  and  peri  in 3  but  that  Some  One 
fhould  a<ff  the  Part  of  the  Good  Samaritan , 
take  him  up,  and  fend  him  to  an  Inn,  [d]  to 

fome

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fome  Houfe  of  Mercy,  where  he  may  be 
treated  with  Care  and  Compaffion,  till  he 
fhall  be  releas’d  one  way  or  other  by  the 
good  Providence  of  God. 

The  Order,  and  Quiet,  and  (a)  Cleanlinefs 
of  Thele  Places  are  Circa mftances  very 
favourable  to  the  Patients,  and  greatly  promote 
and  facilitate  their  Cure  :  In  this  calm  Retreat 
the  Medicines  are  not  only  duly  adminifter’d, 
but  are  moft  likely  to  have  their  due  Effe£t, 
when  they  are  unembarais’d  with  the  Bufinefs 
and  Fatigue  of  Life,  and  have  withdrawn 
themfelves  from  the  Noife  and  Buftle  of  it : 
All  Care  is  taken  off  from  them,  but  that  of 
contributing,  by  a  regular  Behaviour,  to  their 
own  Recovery ;  and  proper  Perfons  are 
appointed  to  attend  continually  upon  this  very 
Thing,  ( b )  to  minifler  to  their  Wants .  (c) 

Here 

{a)  Upon  this  Occalion,  I  cannot  forbear  recommending, 
where  the  Rooms  are  clofe,  and  the  Number  of  Tick  Patients 
great,  the  Ufe  of  Ventilators,  invented  by  the  Worthy  and 
Ingenious  Dr.  Hales ,  who  turns  all  his  Thoughts  and  Study 
to  the  Service  of  Mankind  :  As  this  Contrivance  conveys 
off  the  warm,  foul  Air,  and  lets  in  cool  and  freth  upon  the 
Patients,  it  cannot  but  afford  a  very  great  and  fenfible  Relief 
to  All  ;  to  Thofe  efpecially,  who  lie  fpiritlefs,  and  gafping 
under  the  Weight  and  Severity  of  their  Difeafes. 

The  Intelligence  which  has  lately  been  received 
from  Abroad,  of  the  good  Succefs  attending  this  Invention  on 
board  fome  of  his  Majefty’s  Ships  (the  Particulars  of  which 
will,  as  I  have  Reafon  to  believe,  be  quickly  laid  before  the 
Publick)  illuftrates,  in  a  very  linking  Manner,  the  great 
Importance  of  it;  and  will,  I  doubt  not,  recommend  thefe 
Ventilators  to  the  Ufe  of  all  INFIRMARIES,  as  well  as 
to  thofe  who  have  the  Dire&ion  of  the  MARINE.

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Here  likewife  are  they  under  the  happy 
Neceffity  of  obferving  that  ftriCt  Temperance, 
which  is  of  fuch  confefs’d  Importance  towards 
acquiring  and  preferving  a  good  State  of 
Health ;  and  may  be  prevail’d  upon  to  make 
the  Practice  of  this  Virtue,  however  at  firft 
obtruded  upon  them  by  their  Diftempers, 
for  the  future  Matter  of  Choice,  and  bring  it 
to  a  fettled  Habit:  When  they  feel  the 
Comforts  and  Advantages  of  Temperance, 
and  trace  up  their  own  Difeafes  and  Misfor- 
•  tunes  to  the  NegleCt,  or  to  the  Want  of  it, 
This  Virtue  will  probably  take  fafl  hold  of 
them,  and  prefide,  as  it  ought,  for  the  Time 
to  come,  over  their  Lives  and  Actions :  And 
indeed  Health,  when  it  is  not  under  the 
Conduct  of  This  Virtue,  proves  a  Snare ;  it 
enables  them  to  run  into  the  greater  Excefs  of 
Riot ,  and  fortifies  them  againfl  the  Fears 
and  Pains  of  Intemperance. 

Under  all  thefe  Advantages  and  Invitations, 
with  what  Satisfaction,  and  even  Alacrity, 
will  the  So?is  and  Daughters  of  Affli Elion 
betake  themfelves  to  Thefe  Retreats !  The 
pleafing  ProfpeCt  of  having  their  Cure  carried 
on  with  Skill,  and  Tendernefs,  and  Difpatch, 
will  raife  and  fupport  their  Spirits,  and  moft 
effectually  reconcile  them  to  that  particular 
Regimen,  however  fharp  or  fevere,  which 
their  Cale  is  judg’d  to  require.

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But  there  is  one  Advantage,  which  muft 
by  no  means  be  omitted,  when  we  are 
enumerating  the  Ufts  and  Benefits  of  This 
iixcellent  Charity ;  I  mean  the  Care  that  is 
taken  to  make  Religious  Itnpreffions  at  the 
Seafon,  when  we  are  lb  peculiarly  difpos’d  to 
receive  them:  It  is  with  Pleafure  I  have 
obferv’d,  that  a  particular  Attention  is  paid  to 
this  Point  in  Our  INFIRMARY,  by  the 
voluntary  Advice  and  Attendance  of  thole 
Worthy  Perfons,  whofe  Situation  is  near,  and 
who  are  therefore  capable  of  ferving  the 
Patients  in  this  important  Intereft,  without 
neglecting  or  deferring  their  own  Charge  5 
who  relieve  One  Another  in  this  Polt  of 
Honour,  as  well  as  Labour  of  Love-,  (a)  and 
who,  whilft  all  proper  Care  is  taken  of  the 
Maladies  of  their  Bodies,  watch  jor  their 
Souls ;  (b)  who  obferve  all  the  favourable 
Openings  and  Avenues  to  their  Minds,  and 
when  they  perceive  them  to  be  fedate  and 
ferious,  and  their  Paffions  at  reft,  lay  hold 
of  this  convenient  Seafon  to  reajon  of  Righteouf.

it  would  be  unpardonable,  I  fay,  not  to  catch 
at  this  Opportunity  of  Jetting  their  Minds 
inOrder  Ja)  and  giving  them  the  true  and  happy 
(b)  Bent  for  Religion  and  Virtue.  And,  for  this 
Reafon,  I  cannot  but  hope,  that,  as  This 
INFIRMARY  gains  Strength,  fome  fettled 
Provifion  will  be  made  for  the  Daily  Offices 
of  Religion,  and  for  the  Maintenance  of  fome 
proper  Perfon,  who  fhall  constantly  attend  the 
Spiritual  Wants  of  Thofe,  who  come  hither 
for  the  Relief  of  their  Bodily  Infirmities. 

If  you  can  return  them  to  the  World,  not 
only  with  a  healthful  Body,  but  with  regulated 
Affections,  and  a  virtuous  Mind,  you  have 
been  Benefactors  indeed :  They  will  have 
Reafon  to  reflect  with  Pleafure  upon  thofe 
Sufferings  and  Pains,  which  have  had  fuch  an 
happy  Tendency,  and  have  been  working 
together  for  their  Good:  (c)  They  will  fully 
experience  the  Truth  of  the  Wife  Man’s 
Affertion,  that  it  is  better  to  go  to  the  Houjeof 
Mourning ,  than  to  go  to  the  Houfe  of  Feajling , 
jor  that  is  the  End  of  all  Men ,  and  the  Living 
will  lay  it  to  Heart :  (d)  In  the  Houfe  of 

Mourning,

I  have  been  the  longer  upon  this  Point, 
becaufe  I  fear  it  has  not  always  had  its  due 
Weight  in  ALL  the  Charitable  Inffitutions  of 
this  Nature.  Some  may  probably  imagine, 
that  if  the  feveral  Cafes  of  thefe  Patients  are 
judicioufly  confider’d,  and  Care  is  taken  to 
reftore  them  to  their  Health,  as  foon  as  may 
be,  the  End  of  Thefe  INFIRMARIES  is 
fully  anfwer’d,  and  the  Perfons,  who  fupport 
them,  have  no  further  Concern  :  They  feem 
to  think  it  fufficient  to  fay,  Behold ,  thou  art 
made  whole ,  go  thy  way  3  forgetting  that  wife 
and  affe&ionate  Addition  made  by  Our  Lord, 
fin  no  morey  left  a  worfe  Thing  come  unto  thee :  (c) 
But  this  muft  be  the  Effedt  of  a  very  fuperficial 
W ay  of  Thinking,  and  the  Want  of  knowing, 
or  confidering,  how  much  the  Peace  and 
Happinefs  of  the  Life  that  now  is  (d)  depends 
upon  the  proper  Influence  of  RELIGIOUS 
Principles :  Without  this  Care,  you  do  but 
HALF  the  Work,  and,  which  is  more,

Compaffion ;  if  you  would  have  them  ufeful 
in  the  World,  or  even  grateful  to  yourfelves, 
you  muft  cultivate  a  juflSenfe  of  RELIGION 
in  their  Minds:  And  may  I  not  add,  that  there 
would  be  a  peculiar  Inhumanity  in  intercepting 
from  the  Affiidfed  in  this  World  the  reviving 
Pi  ofpedrs  of  another :  It  is  therefore,  you  fee, 
of  tire  utmoft  Confequence  in  every  Light, 
that  the  Offices  of  Religion  ffiould  be  regularly 
perform’d,  and  the  Comforts  of  it  conftantly 
difpenfed  in  Thefe  HouJ'es  of  Mercy ,  which 
by  this  Means  will  acquire  a  juiler  Claim,  a 
more  undifputed  Title,  to  this  engaging 
Appellation.  ( b ) 

When  Our  Blefifcd  Saviour  was  upon  Earth, 
we  read,  that  much  People  follow'd  him , 
becaufe  he  healed  all  Manner  of  Sicknejf  and

( b )  I  might  have  added,  that  all  Care  of  this  Kind  is 
peculiarly  leaionable  at  prefent :  The  Common  People ,  who 
formerly  were,  in  the  main,  fober  and  well-difpos’d,  have 
departed  from  their  antient  Decency  and  Simplicity,  and  are, 
to  an  amazing  Degree,  profligate.  Sobriety,  Deference  to 
Superiors,  and  even  a  Regard  to  the  Name  and  Majefty  of 
God,  are  almolt  quite  laid  afide.  In  fhort,  there  is  fuch  a 
plain  and  barefac’d  Contempt  of  all  Laws  Divine  and  Human, 
a?  threatens  the  Happi net's  and  Profperitv  of  this  Nation  ; 
for  God,  whatever  Men  may  imagine,  is  not  an  unconccrn’d 
Spectator  of  what  we  do.  It  is  of  the  utmoA  Confequence 
to  remedy  thefe  Evils,  becaufe  it  is  impofhble  for  any  People 
to  thrive  or  fiourifh,  where  they  prevail. 
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all  Marnier  of  Dijeafe  among  the  People .  (a) 
It  was  this  tender  and  compaffionate  Care  of 
the  Bodies  of  Men  which  firft  drew  the 
Multitude  after  him :  They  did  not  know 
how  foon  they  might  hand  in  need  of  the 
fame  Goodnels  and  Companion,  which  thus 
difpens’d  Eafe  and  Health  to  all  around  him-: 
By  thus  removing  their  Bodily  Infirmities,  he 
gain'd  the  eafier  Admiffion  to  their  Hearts ; 
and  there  can  be  no  Doubt  but  that  the  tender 
Concern  which  he  exprefs’d  for  Diffreis  of 
every  Kind,  and  the  gracious  Attention  which 
he  paid  to  every  Complaint,  gave  Life  and 
Weight  to  his  Difcourfes :  Accordingly,  w.e 
find  Our  Blefied  Saviour,  after  he  had  reliev’d 
their  Infirmities,  and  cur’d  their  Difeafes, 
taking  this  favourable  Opportunity,  while 
they  were  affected  and  warm’d  with  a  Senfe 
of  the  Blefling  they  had  receiv’d,  ptirfuing 
the  Great  End  of  his  Coming  into  the  World, 
and  promoting  their  Eternal  Xnterefts  ;  per¬ 
forming  the  important  Cure,  in  Companion 
of  which  all  other  were  flight  and  trivial,  of 
rectifying  their  Opinions  and  Practices,  and 
forming  their  Minds  upon  the  noble  Principles 
of  True  Religion  and  Solid  Virtue. 

And  here  I  muff  digrefs  a  little.  If  thefe 
Accounts  of  Our  Bleffed  Saviour  are  true,  it 
is  abfurd  to  fuppofe  that  fuch  a  Friend  and 
Lover  of  Mankind  could  intend  to  impofe 
upon  and  deceive  them ;  or  that  He,  who

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exprefs’d  fuch  a  conftant  and  uniform 
Compaffion  for  their  Bodies,  could  defign  to 
enflave  their  Minds :  And  therefore  the 
Arguments  of  Thofe,  who  would  reprefen t 
Our  Saviour  as  an  Impoftor,  labour  under 
this  great  and  apparent  Difadvantage,  that  it 
is,  to  the  higheft  Degree,  improbable,  that  a 
Perfon,  who  led  a  Life  fo  ufeful  and  beneficial 
to  the  World,  fhould  at  the  fame  Time  mean 
only  to  impofe  upon  and  enflave  it :  With 
what  Colour,  or  even  Shadow  of  Reafon, 
a  Deceiver  can  be  fuppos’d  to  aft  fuch  an 
open,  diflnterefted  Part,  will  be  difficult, 
very  difficult,  to  fay ;  but  how  he  fhould  have 
the  Power  to  aft  fuch  a  Part,  as  was  afted  by 
Our  Lord  and  Matter,  can  never  be  made 
out  in  fuch  a  Manner  as  will  not  refleft  upon 
thejuftice  and  Goodnefs  of  God :  There  would 
probably  have  been  fome  unguarded  Moments, 
when  the  Difguife  would  have  been  off,  fome 
Appearances  of  Vanity  and  Oftentation,  fome 
Footfteps  of  Pride  and  Ambition  would  have 
betray’d  themfelves;  and  never  was  any  Life 
or  Conduft  more  narrowly  watch’d  than  that 
of  Our  Bleffed  Saviour :  But  there  was  no 
one  Symptom  of  Deceit,  neither  was  Guile 
found  in  his  Mouth :  (a)  All  was  of  a  Piece  ; 
there  was  one  uninterrupted  Courfe  of  the 
trued:  Benevolence  and  Diflnterefted nefs ;  and 
no  Mifconftruftions,  or  even  Reproaches, 

could  divert  him  from  confuking  and  promoting,

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with  the  greateft  Confiftency  and  Steadinels, 
the  real  Happinefs  of  Mankind.  There  muft 
furely  be  a  peculiar  Injuftice  and  Malignity 
in  afperfmg  fo  unblemiffi’d  and  faultlefs  a 
Character. 

But,  to  return,  in  many  Charitable  Cafes, 
that  prefent  themfelves  to  you,  you  are 
doubtful  as  to  the  Object,  whether  he  really 
deferves  the  Relief  and  Compaffion  which  he 
folicites ;  in  many  you  are  over-reach’d  by  a 
falfe  Shew  of  Diftrefsj  in  many  you  are 
overcome  by  Importunity ;  and  in  feme  your 
Compaffion  plainly  gets  the  better  of  your 
Judgment,  and  you  are  carried  on  by  a  Kind 
of  good-natur’d  Inftind,  whilft  the  Pleafure 
of  Giving  is  very  much  pall’d  for  Want  of 
Choice  and  Difcretion :  But  here  you  are 
fure  you  are  right,  as  to  your  Objects,  as  well 
as  to  the  Manner  of  relieving  them :  Here  no 
Counterfeits  dare  to  intrude,  where  they  are 
fare  of  being  detected,  and  oblig’d  to  give 
way  to  real  Diftrefs :  Here  therefore  your 
Charity,  like  the  Dew  of  Heaven  upon 
a  barren  and  dry  Land ,  where  no  Water  is,  ( a ) 
defcends  where  it  is  moft  wanted,  in  feafonable 
and  refreffiing  Showers. 

When  a  Limb  is  broken,  or  a  Conftitution 
wafted  with  Pain  and  Mifery,  your  Charity 
cannot  err  :  You  know  it  is  ufefully  employ’d 
in  taking  Care  of  fuch  an  Objedt ;  and  you 
have  the  Pleafure  of  being  fatisjied ,  that

In  Ihort,  whatever  is  of  publick  Utility 
fhould  be  Matter  of  publick  Concern ;  but 
the  Strength  and  Limbs  of  the  Induftrious 
Poor  are  plainly  of  publick  Utility;  It  is  a 
wile,  and  even  frugal,  as  well  as  charitable, 
Mealure  to  ereft  INFIRMARIES  for  the 
Poor,  where  they  may  find  effectual  and 
fpeedy  Help,  and  confequently  be  the  fooner 
releas’d  from  the  Neceffity  they  are  under  of 
witholding  their  Proportion  of  Labour  in  the 
Publick  Service  :  But  the  Ufes  and  Advantages 
of  Tbefe  INFIRMARIES  are  now  fo  well 
underflood,  that  it  is  as  difficult  to  fay  any 
thing  new  upon  this  Subjedt,  as  it  is,  I  hope, 
needlefs.  Indeed,  they  plead  for  themfelves 
in  a  Manner  not  to  be  refilled;  there  is 
nothing  to  be  laid  againd:  them,  and  every 
Thing  to  be  faid  for  them :  You  promote  the 
Happinefs  of  your  Country .  in  more  Senfes 
than  one,  you  reldore  declining  Strength  and 
declining  Vir tue :  You  relieve  private  Diftrefs, 
you  ferve  the  Publick ;  and  you  make  one  of 
the  bell  and  wifeft  Ufes  of  the  Bleffings  of 
Heaven:  If  OurCompaflionateRedemer -went 
about  healing  all  Manner  of  Sicknefs ,  and  all 
Manner  oj  Difeafe  among  the  People ;  (a)  it 
is  HIS  Work  that  We  are  engag’d  in  :  It  was

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in  this  Manner  He  was  employ’d  when  He 
dwelt  among  us ;  (a)  and  tho’  it  is  not  in  our 
Power  to  fay,  1  will ,  be  thou  clean ;  [h)  Arifie 3 
take  up  thy  Bed,  and  walk  ;  (c)  yet,  b y  giving 
Medicines  to  heal  their  Sicknefs,  and  through

them  3  fuch  as  are  new  to  us  every  Morning ,

Eftablifhed  by  a  General  and  very  Great 
Meeting  of  the  Nobility,  Gentry,  and 
Clergy,  on  September  20,  1743. 


S  the  Rife,  Progrefs,  and  Succefs  Arguments  for  this 
of  this  Charity  amongft  us  are  EJiabliJhment . 
now  fo  well  known  in  the 
County,  this  appendix  may  to  SOME,  perhaps,  feem 
unnecefiary;  —  yet  as  it  may  fall  into  the  Hands  of  feveral 
charitable  and  well  difpofed  Perfons,  who  have  not  yet  added 
their  Names  to  the  Lift  of  our  Subfcribers,  it  is  judged  not 
improper  on  this  Occafion  briefly  to  ftate  and  recommend  to 
their  mo;  e  attentive  Confideration  fome  of  the  principal  Mo¬ 
tives  whic/j  prevailed  on  the  Governors  of  this  Charity  to 
engage  in  fo  Beneficent  a  Defign,  and  to  continue  thus  far  to 
profecute  it. 

The  Governors,  frequently  refident  in  the  Country,  could 
not  without  Compsflion  obferve  how  few  of  the  Laborious 
Poor  have  Ploufes  fit  for  a  Bed  of  Sicknefs,— *  or  even  capable 
of  flickering  them  from  the  Inclemency  of  the  Weather, 
How  few  of  them  can  be  properly  attended  in  their  Habitations, 
fuch  as  they  are,— being  often  at  a  great  Diftance  from  each 
other, —and  yet  farther  from  the  Profeflors  of  Phyfick  and 

a  Surgery, 
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Surgery,  which  would  make  the  Charge  of  Medicine  and 
Attendance  utterly  infupportable  to  them. — Thefe  melancholy 
Circumflances  naturally  fuggefted  the  great  Ufefulnefs  and  ex- 
tenfive  good  Confequences  of  a  County  Infirmary,  where  only 
the  Sick  and  Lame  Poor  can  have  the  Advantage  of  immediate 
Con/ultations  in  all  urgent  Cafes — of  good  and  proper  Diet — of 
the  bell  Medicines,  and  regularly  adminiflred  —  of  clean  and 
conjiant  Attendance  by  approved  Nurfes  daily  verfed  in  it — and 
indeed  of  all  the  definable  Conveniences  and  expeditious  Helps 
towards  a  fafe  and  fpeedy  Recovery — Conveniencies  and  Helps 
of  fuch  a  Nature,  as,  perhaps,  few  of  their  Benefadlors  can 
obtain,  in  an  equal  Degree,  in  Time  of  their  own  Sicknefs. 

Thefe  Confederations,  joined  with  the  remarkable  Succefs 
that  has  hitherto  attended  the  feveral  other  Infirmaries  in  this 
Kingdom,  proved  a  prevailing  Inducement  towards  the  Efla- 
blifhment  of  this  in  the  Town  of  Northampton. 

The  Propofals  for  the  Execution  of 
Foundation  or.  Sept,  this  good  Work  were  made  at  the 
20,  1743.  Summer  Aflizes  in  ‘July,  1743,  and  re¬ 

ceiving  the  isnmediate  and  fubfantial 
Approbation  of  the  High  Sheriff  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Grand 
lury,  it  was  afterwards  agreed  to  fix  a  Day  for  a  general  Meet¬ 
ing,  which  was  accordingly  held  on  the  20th  of  September 
following,  when,  by  the  unanimous  Confent  of  a  very  nume¬ 
rous  Alfembly  of  the  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Clergy,  it  was 
refolved  to  inflitutc  this  INFIRMARY,  and  by  their 
liberal  Subfcriptions  and  Benefactions  a  Sum  was  railed  fuffi- 
cient  to  fupport  it. — A  large  Houfe  (capable  of  containing  80 
Beds)  with  fpacious  Gardens,  was  immediately  taken  in 
Northampton ,  the  Situation  of  which  for  Air,  as  well  as  for 
all  Sorts  of  Requisites  for  an  I  N  F  I  R  M  A  R  Y,  is  prefer¬ 
able  to  almolt  any  other  in  England. - -  By  the  Lady  Day 

following  the  Houfe  was  properly  altered  and  furnifhed, - • 

43  Beds  were  ereCled,  and  the  Infirmary  accordingly  opened 
for  the  Reception  of  Patients. 

A  Committee  of  five  or  more  Go- 
Committee.  vernors  meet  every  Saturday  Morning 

(being  Market-Day)  at  Eleven  o’Clock, 
to  do  the  Current  Bufinefs  of  the  Infirmary  ;  —  to  receive 

and  examine  the  Reports  of  the  Vifitorsj - -  to  admit  and 

difchsrge  Patients ; - -to  receive  the  Complaints  and  Pro¬ 

posals  of  all  Perfons ;  ■  — —  and  to  prepare  fuch  Matters  as  are 
proper  for  the  Conlideration  of  General  Courts.

That  the  Advantages  of  a  R  E  FOR¬ 
MA  T  O  R  Y  may  as  far  as  pofiible  AJJifiance  of  Clergy . 
be  added  to  thofe  of  an  I  N  F  I  R- 
M  ARY,  and  that  the  Spiritual  Good  of  the  Patients  (in 
Obedience  to  the  Injunctions  of  our  mod  holy  Religion)  may 
be  confulted  as  well  as  their  Bodily  Relief,  the  Clergy  of 

Northampton  attend  in  their  Turns  —  to  vifitthe  Sick  ; - to 

read  Prayers  in  the  Wards  ; - -to  preach  Sermons  occafionally  ; 

and  to  give  the  Communion  at  proper  Times,  (for  which  Pur- 
pofe  a  Chalice  and  Paten  has  been  prefented  to  the  Society  by 
an  unknown  BenefaClor)  and  Care  is  taken  that  Patients  of  all 
Ferfuafions  (hall  be  attended  in  the  Manner  they  defire.

N.  B.  For  the  S atisfafiion  of  the  Curious,  the  Governors 
have  thought  proper  to  acquaint  the  Publick ,  that  (from  the 
rnofi  exad  and  minute  Calculations  made  at  Winchefter,  Exe¬ 
ter,  York,  and  Northampton  Infirmaries)  the  weekly  Ex¬ 
pence  of  DRUGS  for  each  Patient ,  upon  an  Average,  is 
about  .—and  the  vehole  Accommodation  of  an  In-Patient  per 
Week  ( upon  an  Average)  with  Drugs,  Lodging ,  Diet ,  At  ten* 
dance.  See .  may  be  efimated ,  one  Year  with  another,  at  about 
6  s.-~  fo  that  as  every  In-Patient  ( one  with  another )  is  computed 
to  fay  in  the  Hofpital  about  twelve  Weeks ,  the  whole  Expence 
of  an  In-Patient  muft  neceffarily  fiand  the  Governors  in

mary  by  fuch  fmall  annual  Contributions  could,  poffibly  be  fup- 
ported—-But  it  has  ever  been  found  by  Experience ,  that  the  few 
Recom?nendations  from  fame  have  over-ballanc  d  the  difpropor- 
tionate  Expence  of  the  Recommendations  from  others,  and  thus 
it  is  that  thefe  excellent  Charities  have  fuh fifed,  and  many  ufieful 
Lives  have  been  preferved,  vokich  might  otherwife  have  inevi¬ 
tably  been  lof . 

Yet  notwithftanding  all  thefe  Demonftrations,  from  Expe¬ 
rience  of  the  Extenfeve  Good  EfFefb  of  this  Inliitution  (than 
which  nothing  can  be  lefs  liable  to  Abufe)  fome  hill  continue  to 
alledge  their  Difance  from  the  Infirmary  as  a  Reafon  againii 
their  receiving  any  Benefit  from,  and  therefore  againft  their 
Subfcribing  to  it :  Such  are  Earnefily  Intreated  to  obferve, 
both  from  the  Reafon  of  the  Thing,  and  from  the  Experience 
of  Winchefler ,  Exeter,  York,  8&.  that  in  mod  Cafes,  parti¬ 
cularly

cularly  thofe  that  are  Dropfical,  Rheumatick,  Paralytick, 
& c.  &c.  See.  and  in  all  Chirurgical  Operations,  (fome  broken 
Limbs  excepted)  fuch  as  refide  near  the  Infirmary  have  little 
or  no  Advantage  over  thofe  at  a  Di fiance,  except  in  the  Ex¬ 
pence  of  Travelling ,  which  can  be  but  a  Trifle  from  any  Part 
of  the  County,  and  which  will  generally  be  more  than  repaid 
(laying  the  Cure  out  of  the  Cafe)  by  the  Time  of  our  keepings 
and  Charge  of  maintaining  the  Patient:  (which  is  frequently 
8,  io,  or  even  12  Months,  and  fometimes  longer)  So  that  the 
Benefit  to  be  reaped  will  not  fo  much  depehd  on  living  nearer 
'to,  or  farther  from  the  Infirmary,  as  on  having  more  or  lefs 
Poor  to  provide  for :  And  therefore  thofe  Gentlemen  who 
have  the  largcfl  Property,  and  greatefi  Eftates,  are  the  Perfons 
whofe  Interefis  are  chiefly  concerned  (next  to  the  Objefls  them- 
felves)  in  the  Support  of  this  County  Infirmary. 

It  is  well  known  that  Patients  are  very  commonly  carry’d  to 
the  Infirmaries  in  London  and  the  P  U  B  L  I  C  K  Infirmary  at 
Bath ,  Sixty,  Eighty,  or  an  Hundred  Miles :  So  advantageous 
is  it  thought  to  lodge  the  Sick  Poor  in  thofe  faluiary  Places. 

Further  Satisfa&ion  cannot  be  given  by  Arguments,  than 
We  have  akeady  done,— we  only  wifh  that  thofe  who  have  not 
yet  fubferibed  to,  or  feen  the  INFIRMARY,  would 
come  and  look  upon  us  and  our  Proceedings,  the  Neatnefs 
and  Commodioufnefs  of  the  Wards,  cold  and  hot  Baths, 
Garden,  See.  the  Oeconomy  of  our  Family,  the  Diligence, 
Tendernefs  and  Skill  ufed  in  attending  the  Patients,  the 
Content  and  Satisfaction  that  appears  in  the  Countenances  of 
the  Poor  Creatures,  even  -under  the  feverefi  Regimens , — a 
Content  and  Satisfaction  much  promoted  by  the  conftant  and 
various  Care  which  is  taken  in  their  RELIGIOUS  Inltrudion, 

• — and,  in  one  Word,  would  Perlons  be  perfuaded  to  examine 
the  Regularity  and  Order  of  the  WHOL  E,  we  doubt  not 
but  the  agreeable  Prolpcct  would  then  enlarge  their  Ideas  of 
this  Charity,  and  remove  every  Difficulty  that  even  the  mo  ft 
dip  ant  Inhabitant  in  the  County  can  polfibly  make,  and 
filence  every  Objection  that,  thro'  Niifreprefentations ,  the  mod 
Prejudiced  can  be  ftppofid  to  entertain  againll  it.
